BALTIMORE. 



A bill is before the Oklahoma 
Les^alature to place the School for 
the Deaf under the vState Board of 
Charities. The itiformalion came to 
me through an Eastern corresjwndent 
who has friends in Oklahoma. Im- 
mediately upon receiving the informa- 
tion I wrote to the Governor and 
Legislature of Oklahoma protesting 
against the measure. I also wrote 
to other parties requesting them to 
use their influence against the bill. 
Mr. Veditz has written to Senator 
Gore to secure his assistance in de- 
feating the bill. Replies so far re 
ceived are encouraging. The deaf of 
Oklahoma should oppose this bill 
with all their might. It would be 
well also for the deaf in other vSlates 
to write and protest against the 
measure, just to show that we are 
awake and take an interest in mea- 
sures that affect us as a class. 

Another bill is before Nebraska 
Legislature, to comijel the use of 
the oral method in the Nebraska 
School for the Deaf. It is Senate 
File 173, introduced by Bartling (by 
request) and is entitled "A Bill for 
an act to provide for a change to the 
oral, aural and lip-reading method of 
instruction and training of puiiils in 
the Nebraska School for the Deaf, 
and to provide for the education of 
those pupils qualified for such in 
struction and the training in other 
deaf schools pending the change of 
methods in this State." 

The bill provides that all new 
pupils and all pupils who have been in 
school less than three years ' ' shall 
hereafter be taught and trained in said 
school by the oral, aural and lip-read- 
ing method to the exclusion of the 
deaf alphabet and .sign language, 
unless incapacitated by mental de- 
fects or malformation of the vocal 
organs." Older pupils who cannot 
be taught by the oral method may, if 
so desired by their parents, be sent 
out of the State to other stchools and 
taught at the expense of the State. 

The bill has been referred to the 
Committee on Deaf, Dumb, and 
Blind. 

The NebrasKn Alumni Associa- 
tion, of whch Mr. P. K. Seely is 
president, has very proi)erly taken 
up the fight against the 1 lias 

appealed to the National .v uon 

for assistance. In response to his 
appeal, literature prepared by the 
Bureau of Publicity has Ijeen for-

Finance Committee. 

I move that the Tresident be authorized 
to appoint a sub-committee to lie known as 
the Finance'Committee, consisting of three 
members of the Executive Committee with 
the President as one, which Committee is 
to be given full power lo expend and ap- 
prove of all bills for current expenses, 
printing aud stationery not to exoeetl 
f 25.00 for any one month. All expendi- 
tures in excess of this amount for any 
single item are to be submitted for ap- 
proval to the Kxecutive Committee. 

You cannot appoint a sub-com- 
mittee. It is illegal. The Execu- 
tive Committee, as a whole, is a Fin- 
ancial Committee, and the Kxecutive 
Committee cannot create a sub-corn 
mittee to be given full power lo 
expend and approve, for the simple 
reason that the Executive Committee 
cannot account for positions not 
provided for by the by-laws ; in 
short, the Committee cannct create 
laws. A sub-committee may be one 
just' to expedite matters by examin- 
ing bills, etc., and theu report to the 
Executive Committee, which, by the 
by-laws, alone has full power to. 
' ' expend aud approve. ' ' 

I move also that the Finance Committee 
shall lie autliorized to advance to all active 
officers, upon the recommendation of the 
President, such sums as may be necessary 
for them to carry on the duties of their re- 
spective offices. These officers shall l)e re- 
quired to keep account of their expendi- 
tures and submit them for approval to the 
Finance Committee. 

Illegal for the above reasons. 
Authorisation can be done only by 
the Executive Committee as a whole. 

Lastly I move that the President be al- 
lowed to draw on the treasurer, should any 
case of emergency arise, a sum not lo ex- 
ceed {25.00 and report to Finance Commit- 
tee.

The President of the National 
Association of the Deaf has placed 
me in charge of the work of suppress- 
ing "DEAF" IMPOSTORS. It is 
my experience that publicity is the 
best means of accomplishing the de- 
sired end. I would suggest that 
the deaf people in each community 
take the matter up with their Police 
officials, Municipal Judges and with 
the newspapers, explaining to them 
that it is fwactically an undi.8puted 
fact that EVKav person soliciting 
aid because of deafness is an im- 
postor. That those who do so on 
the ground of seeking funds to ac- 
quire an education arb impostors 
for the simple reason that the educa- 
tion of the deat is not only freb in 
every Sute of the Union but further- 
more the several States provide free 
boarding schools 

Wherever such impostors appear 
the deaf people of the community 
should have it tyiderstood that they 
are to be arrested and that the police 
authorities are to call in a competent 
person to question them and "show 

them up." V" -ich an impostor 

is caught the J ould be inform- 

ed of the fact tiirougu the press and 
should have a little fun poked at them 
for being so gullible. 

I have followed out this plan in 
Duluth to such good purpose that an 
impostor can ply his trade about 
twenty minutes before either' being 
naV»l^>ed by the police or have my 
telephone bell ring calling me to 
some section of the city to interview 
a supposed " deaf " person. During 
the past few months I have had two 
men sent up for sixty days each and 
one fined and sent out of town. The 
last one had just come through 
Council Bluffs where he had the 
hardiho<xl to visit the Iowa School 
for the Deaf, and had also visited 
i-aribault where he was interviewed 
by a person familiar with the deaf. 
He evidently was the son of deaf 
parents and used the alphabet with 
ease and was quite proficient in 
Kijcns. Although claiming to have 
been in the Berkeley School for but 
a year and a half and having been 
born deaf, his phonetic spelling 
would have " warmed the cockles of 
the heart" of Andrew Carnegie and 
other advocates of the .system. 

" The latest information is that 
there is a young woman going by 
the name of " Edith Lansing ' ' who 
is handing out a card with three 
verses entitled " The Deaf Mute". 
She was lately operating in 
Wadena, Minn. If met with, her 
case should be investigated. The 
first verse is: 

' Young and atmost rendered helpleaa

I would request all who are inter- 
ested in the suppression of this form 
of imposture to communicate with 
me and keep me posted as to the 
net! VI lies of «ach people in their 
S-- •-..IS, and I will try and assi 
them in the education of the pubhc 
and take measures to notify the deaf 
to be on the look out for such im- 
postors as are known to be operat- 

It would be appreciated if every 
School Paper would take the matter 
up and urge their readers to take 
every measure possible to suppress 
the practice.

J. Pierpont Morgan told a story 
after his last return from Europe 
that well illustrates the make-up of 
some of the automatons found in 
commercial life — men who do just 
what they are told to do, nothing 
more or less, faithful, honest, me- 
thodical, the despair of every ofBce 
and store. 

"I had often heard of the literal 
quality of the German mind," said 
.Mr. Morgan, "and while in Berlin I 
liad a personally delivered sample of 
it one morning. I went to a jewel- 
er's store to liuy a souvenir spoon. 
Selecting the one I wanted, I wrote 
on a piece of pajwr the inscript ion I 
wished engraved on a bowl, 'Berlin, 
1907.' As I started to leave the 
store the German clerk called me 
back and asked for a deposit. I 
gave him a mark, making note of 
the fact on the paper upon whidh 1 
had written the inscription. 

"When I called for the spoon next 
day it bore neatly lettered on the 
bowl these words: 'B»'rltn — 1907 
-Paid One Mark.'"— jElr. 

A somewhat different experience 
with German exactness is the case of 
a post-card dealer at Greeusburg. 

As everybo<ly in Indiana knows 
(and many outside of the State) 
Greeusburg, the County-seal of De- 
catur County has a natural curiosity 
that has made it famous. This is 
a maple tree growing in tlie cupola 
of the court house. 

The post card dealer referred to 
sent a picture of this phenomenon 
lo Germany to liave some post cards 
made, the l>esi post canlssupposedly 
being "made in Germany." 

He got his cards in due time, but 
Ihe tree " that made Greeusburg 
famous" was not in the picture, 
and of course the cards were prac- 
tically worthless. 

The German lithographer, how- 
ever, was careful to send with the 
shipment a statement that by some 
trick of the camera, the picture 
from which he worked had shown a 
tree growing in the tower and ti-ai 
he had removed it, as the cards 
would show, as it was evidently a 
mistake, but that he had charged 
nothing extra for doing so!

Upon tbe strict interpretation of 
the meaning of the word "chirology" 
depends, in all probabilily, whether 
a postal fraud order will be issued 
against the Cliirologieal colleue of 
California, a correspondence school, 
Ipcated Ht 701 N-jrth Belmont ave- 
nue, Los Angeles, on Inspiration 
Point, and conducted for the last 
twelve years by A. Victor Sergo. 

From the neaf-mutes of far-off 
Guatemala has come a frantic signal- 
ing of protest against the local cor- 
re?«pondence s<;hool. According to 
George A. Buelin, American con 
snl general at Guatemala City, the 
Chirological college has beon trans- 
acting business with a number of 
Guatemalans who are dissatisfied 
with Ihe knowledge ot)lained 
through the school's correMponden»;e 
course. 

Expecting instructions on how to 
"speak" the sign language common- 
ly termed the "deaf and dumb al- 
phabet," it is alleged they received 
instead more or less explicit im- 
formation on how to read the human 
character from outward signs. 

8TUDENTB CHARGE FBAU1> 

Consul General Buelin, in a let 
ter to State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, Edward Hyatt, 
declares a charge of fraud has lieen 
made by the Guatemala students, 
and adds that the college's "re- 
presentations appear suspicious." 

The Chirological college is located 
on an eminence overlooking Echo 
Park, and consistsof three imposing 
buildinuH of Spain arclii lecture, re- 
presenting a $250,000 investment. 
It was incorjjorated under the state 
laws in 1899 as an educational insti- 
tution, and has been conducted as 
a correspondence schrwl ever since. 

When a reporter for the Herald 
explained matters to " Prof. ' ' Seigo 
last night that gentleman appeared 
puzzled. 

" There was a high school stu- 
dent here alwut an hour ago," he 
said, " who, emulating Sherlock 
Holmes, endeavored to deduce the 
fact, despite my denials, that I was 
conducting a school for deaf-mutes. 
Not so. We make no claim of 
teaching tbe deaf and dumb alpha- 
bet. " 

" Mr. Webster of dictionary 
fame," replied tbe reporter, 
"declares chirology is the art or 
practice of using the manual alpha- 
bet or of communicating thoughts 
by signs made t)y the hands and 
fingers; a sutjstitute for spoken or 
written language in intercourse 
with the deaf and dumb, and 
chirological relares to chirology." 

TAKSS I88UB WITH WEBSTIEB 

' Mr. WeJ»eter didn't know it 
all," replie<l the head of the chiro- 
logical college. "Chirology means 
!inK by signs or the commuui- 
.n of thoughts by signs, it is 
true. That's what we leach. How 
to read by signs." 

"But you didn't teach the deaf- 
mutes how to read " 

" How to read by signs," contin- 
ued the professor, ignoriiig the inter- 
ruption. " That is, we leach one 
how to read the human character 
b> signs — a man's outward signs — 
his face, nose, eyes, mouth, chin, 
head, in fact, every thing about 
him are signs by which one may 
read his innermost Ihoughts, his 
traits of character, if one is but edu- 
■ ow to correctly inter- 
..'118. That's our busi- 
ness; leaching how to read these 
signs." 

Asked as to why the deaf-mutes 
of Guatemala should have been dis- 
appointed in the instructions they 
r- "Mr. Segno replied he pre- 

s . was because of their diffi 

cuiiy in translating the word chiro- 
logy correctly from the English to 
the Guatemala language. The lite- 
ratnre of the college states that the 
reading of the human character by 
signs is taught.

ttis proposed to create a memorial 
to tbe late Rev. Thomas Qallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Church 
is situated on 148th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Qallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his nan*e has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf-mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used for the social, re- 
ligious and industrial ueeds of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for " The Qallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be altout $(30,000, and the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
